HAXENS TILLY LURYE 



On April 29, 1975, a letter was received by 
a United States Congressman signed MAXENB T. LURYE threatening 
to commit suicide. On May 14, 1975, LURYE advised a Special 
Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) that this 
letter was written in order to bring attention to a Communist 
conspiracy she believed caused hier to loose her job in the 
past and which is presently attempting to have her committed 
'to a mental institution. 

On May 15, 1975, a relative of LURYE' s advised 
a Special Agent of the FBI that MAXENB LURYE has been 
mentally ill since approximately 1963 and has been writing 
threatening letters to public officials for twenty years 

always advising of conspiracies to place her in mental 

institutions. She has never caused harm to anyone.| 


LURYE is described as a white female born July 4, 
1913 or 1914 in Chicago, 111. She is five feet five inches 
in height, weighs 140 pounds, his a Social Security Number of 
059-12-2038, resides at 44 East, Jackson Street, Wilkes-Barre, 1 
Pa., and is presently unemployed.
